Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 


Claims 1-5, 8, 25 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Bennett (US Patent No. 5,141,307). 

With regards to claims 1 - 3, 25 and 32, Bennett discloses a light apparatus (19) 
adapted to project an alignment segment comprising a segment (20) and an aiming spot 
on a playing surface (any light area between 21-25 as shown on Fig. 1 could be 
considered as a spot). Support frame 30 is what is considered a support. Any of the five 
sequential light rays as shown on Fig. 1 could be considered as a first light source and a 
second light source. Elements 31 and 32 are considered as the first and second laser 
light sources. Regarding the intended use set forth in the preamble, the device is 
inherently capable of being used as a golf-training device. Applicant is not claiming 
process. See MPEP 21 12. 
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With regards to claims 4, 5, and 8, the intended use limitation of the claims are 
inherently capable of being performed by adjusting the light housing 66 up and down on 
the shaft. With regards to claim 8 t the four lines as shown on Fig. 6 provide different 
segments and the line horizontal line between line 80A and 80B and the horizontal line 
between lines 80C and 80D is considered as disconnected line segments. 

Claims 1, 25, 26, and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Malard et al. (US Patent Application No. 2002/0178596). 
Malard discloses a light apparatus (10) adapted to project an alignment segment 
comprising a segment (any of the light rays as shown on Fig. 9A) and an aiming spot on 
a playing surface (what is shown as reference 87 on Fig. 9A could be considered as a 
spot). Support frame (12). Please note that on page 4 paragraph 39 it is disclosed that 
the device could be mounted floor or any flat surface. Therefore it can be concluded that 
it is capable of being used in a golf game. Regarding the intended use set forth in the 
preamble, the device is inherently capable of being used as a golf-training device. 
Applicant is not claiming process. See MPEP 21 12. 
Regarding claim 26, projection lens 74 is considered as a beam spreader.
